The sunshine of a spring day offered false hopes to thous- 


ands of homeless persons in the great flood stretches tof the 
Ohio and Mississippi" Rivers today, where government fore- 
casters said they could not keep the promise of a cessation in 
the,constantly rising floods above Cairo, 111. While there'has 
been little or no rainfall in-the flood sweep from Cincinnati to 
Vicksburg in the last ten hours, the rush of the freshet con- 
tinues to feed the giant flood arteries flowing at the shores of 
ten states. 
Riders have hurried through the counties of Northwestern 


Tennessee, warning inhabitants to flee. 
Thousands have 


gone into the highlands. 


7000 persons homeless. 
8000 persons have fled from flood-threatened districts. 
Eight persons drowned. 
Property loss of millions. 
Ten states affected. 
State and federal governments hurrying help to afflicted.

—with all private and public funds exhausted—3000 persons, 'most- 
ly refugees, are in a desperate situation here today. The city is still 
flooded with many feet of water and navigation is possible only in 
boats. News that a train bearing food and clothing was enroute 
here today was greeted with cheers. The food supply is sufficient 
to last but one or two days more. The city has borrowed $820 from 
a local bank with which to pay charges on 200 government tents 
that have arrived for the homeless. The city is in no greater dan- 
ger today than before, and inhabitants ure confident the remaining 
levees will hold. When four levees broke here last night 300 work- 
men were marooned, but were rescued later-without loss of life.

The lives 
of 500 workmen were endangered and property valued in excess 
of five million dollars, submerged when the Mississippi River tore 
a crevasse 125 feet long in the dike. The levee broke after more 
than 300 workmen had fought for five hours to fill a depression 70 
feet long and five feet deep. .The flooded territory comprisesJJOOO 
acres.

Dr. S. Adolphns Knopf says of 


the necessity for systematic care 
of consumptives: "The criticism 
has been made, and I have heard 
it even from medical men, that 
it was a waste of money to both- 
er with the hopelessly ill; that 
institutional treatment should be 
reserved for the curable cases 
who could again be made bread-

citizens. 


Those who made these criticisms 
are not even right from the utili- 
tarian point of view, much less 
from the humanitarian aspect of 
the problem.

Washington. April 4. — [Special.] — 


There is much legislation in confer- 
ence, a stage which mauy legislators 
think is very advanced, but at this 
session does not mean very much be- 
cause of the -wide difference of opin- 
ion between the measures as passed 
by the two houses. It means that at- 
tempts will be made by six men, the 
usual number of conferees, to legis- 
late. Conference legislation is as far 
removed from the tendency of the 
times as could be imagined. Confer- 
ence legislation is not even representa- 
tive legislation, for conferees do not 
always represent the houses of con- 
gress -which create them. 


At this time, on account of the rad- 


ical differences existing, the conferees 
will take much time, and it is possible 
their reports will cause a great deal of 
discussion. Just why any one can be- 
lieve that there Is a possibility of ad- 
journment early in June with all these 
differences In conference I cannot im- 
agine. 


Pension Differences. 


It Is a question whether there will 


be anything like satisfactory pension 
legislation at this session of congress. 
The fight is now on between the Sher- 
wood bill of the house and the Mc- 
Cumber bill of the senate. From the 
manner in which the McCumber bill 
was put through It looks as if the 
Sherwood bill would have to give way. 


Mann to the Rescue. 


The inhuman treatment of poultry 


In the course of shipment has appeal- 
ed to Congressman Mann, who has in- 
troduced a bill to correct the evil. He 
makes interstate commerce carriers 
responsible for the proper handling of 
fowls in transit. His bill will proba- 
bly pass without a dissenting voice. 


Stone Is Pacific. 


Last year when the Mexicans were 


fighting along the border Senator Stone 
of Missouri was belligerent. He want- 
ed the army to go forthwith across the 
border and punish? federals or insur- 
gents who were shooting close enough 
to the line occasionally to wmg an 
American on this side. Senator Stone 
is pacific now and is making no effort 
to secure an invasion of Mexico. "1 
don't care what they do so long as 
they leave American ..citizens nalone," 
he said. 


Knew Stephencon. 


Soon after Senator Isaac Stephen- 


son was vindicated by the senate an 
old soldier called, stating his purpose 
to be to congratulate the senator. 


"Do you know him?" he was asked.

Carry Them Out—Sees Increased Ef- 
ficiency and Saving of Many Millions 
of Dollars of Public Funds—Urges 
Further Appropriation to Ca-ry on tlia 
Commission's Work. 


To the Senate and House of Repre- 


sentatives: 
On the 17th of January last I sect a 


message to the congress describing the 
iwork of the commission appointed by 
roe tinder authority of the acts of June 
25, 1910, and March 3, 1911, granting 
appropriations to enable me to inquire 
into the methods of transacting the 
public business of the various execu- 
tive departments and other govern- 
mental establishments and to make re- 
port as to improved efficiency and 
greater economy to be obtained in tbe 
expenditure of money for the mainte- 
nance of the government By way of 
illustrating the utility of the commis- 
sion and the -work which they -were 
engaged upon I referred to a number 
of reports which they had filed, recom- 
mending changes in organization of 
the departments and bureaus of the 
government, the avoidance of duplica- 
tion of functions and services and the 
Installation of labor saving devices an* 
improved office methods. 
All of the 


recommendations looked to savings of 
considerable amounts. "With the mes- 
sage of Feb. 5, 1912, I transmitted to 
the congress the reports on the central- 
ization of distribution of government 
documents, on the use of window en- 
|Velopes and on the use of a photo- 


t graphic process for copying records. 
'| A number of the reports of the com- 
mission had not then been commented 
on by the heads of the departments 
that -would be affected by the changes 
recommended, and therefore I did not 
feel justified at that time in recom- 
mending to the congress the statutory 
amendments necessary to carry out the 
.recommendations of the commission. 
Since then, however, I have received 
the recommendations of the heads of 
departments, and I transmit this mes- 
sage for the purpose of expressing my 
•approval of the changes recommended 
by the commission and of laying be- 
fore the congress the reports prepared 
by the commission. 
Local Offices Should Be In the Classi- 


fied Service—Postoffices. 


I have several times called attention 


to the advantages to be derived from 
placing in the classified service the lo- 
cal officers under the departments of 
the treasury, of the postoffice, of jus- 
tice, of the interior and of commerce 
and labor. In my message submitted 
to tie congress on Jan. 17 I referred 
to the loss occasioned to the govern- 
ment because of the fact that in many 
cases two persons are paid for doing 
•work that could easily be done by one. 
In the meantime I have caused an in- 
quiry to be made as to the amount in 
money of this loss. The results of this 
Inquiry are that the loss amounts to at 
least $10,000,000 annually. For exam- 
ple, it appears that a very substantial 
economy would result from putting ex- 
perienced and trained officers in charge 
of the first and second class postoffices 
instead of selecting the postmasters in 
accordance -with the present practice. 
As the annual operating expenses of 
tbe first and second class ofiices aggre- 
gate the enormous sum of more than 
$80,000,000, undoubtedly if the post- 
masters of these offices were embraced 
in the classified service and required to 
devote all their time to the public serv- 
ice the annual savings would eventu- 
ally represent many millions of dollar?. 
The saving in salaries alone, not taking 
into account any saving due to increas- 
ed 
efficiency 
of 
operation, 
would 


amount to about $4,500,000. At the 
present time the salaries of postmas- 
ters of the first and second class 
amount to $0,070,000, while the salaries 
of assistant postmasters of the same 
Classes amount to $2,820,000. 
If the 


position of postmaster were placed in 
the classified service and those officers 
•were given salaries equal to 20 per 
ient more than the salaries now given 
to the assistant postmasters, the latter 
position being no longer required, there 
(would be a saving in salaries to the 
government of $4,512,000. In the case 
of postmasters at offices of the third 
class a large annual saving could be 
tnade. 
)- 
Pension Agencies. 


j An annual saving of nearly .$G2,000 
pould be made if the position of pen- 
sion agent were placed in the classified 
service, since the work now done by 
R pension agent at a salary of $4,000 
nnd a chief clerk nt a salnry ranging 
between $1,400 and $2,250 could easily 
be dose by one person in the perma- 
nent classified service at a salary vary- 
ing from $2,100 to $3,000. 
Greater 


economy and efficiency would result 
•from the abolition of the pension agen- 
jcies nnd from the adoption of a plan 


in accordance witli which pensions 
•would be paid by the pension office la 
Washington. 


District Land Offices. 


What is true in the matter of pay- 


meut of pensions is also true in the 
service under the- general land office. 
The field service of this office could bo 
more efficiently and economically oper-' 
ated if it were provided by law thst 
the office of receiver, of district land 
otlices be abolished and the duties 
transferred to the register, assisted by 
ji bonded clerk and the register placed 
in the classified sot-vice. It has several 
times been estimated that more than 
$200,000 would be saved annually and 
the efficiency of the service greatly in- 
creased by the adoption of such a plan. 
Internal Revenue and Customs Offices. 


Large expenditures are made for sal- 


Mies of political appointees in the iu- 
jernal revenue and customs services, 
in both services a direct saving in sal- 
aries and an indirect economy through 
increased efficiency would follow a 
transfer nf such offices to the classified 
service. 


Other Local Offices. 


In the other field services the saving 


which would result from the classifica- 
tion of the local officers under the de- 
partments is not as marked or prob- 
ably capable of as exact estimation as 
in those mentioned, but there is no 
doubt that substantial savings would 
follow. It is not to be doubted that 
where no saving would result the 
classification 
of 
the 
local 
officers 


would increase the efficiency of the 
service. It would be desirable also 
to place all marshals, deputy marshals 
and assistant attorneys in the classi- 
fied service, although but little direct 
economy would result. 
Supervising 


inspectors in the steamboat inspection 
service and the members of the field 
service in the bureau of fisheries should 
be placed in the classified service. 
Commission's Report on Local Office*. 


The report on methods of appoint- 


ment submitted to me by the commis- 
sion, which covers fully the subject of 
appointments by the president by and 
with the advice and consent of the sen- 
ate and recommends that various local 
officers, such as postmasters, collectors 
of internal revenue, etc.. and heads of 
bureaus in the departmental service, be 
included in the classified service, is 
transmitted herevrith (appendix No. 1). 
The report and recommendations are 
approved by me. 
Legislation Needed to Establish the 


Merit System. 


In the Interest of an efficient and eco- 


nomical administration 
of the vast 


business of the government I urge the 
necessity for the inauguration of this 
important reform and recommend that 
the necessary amendments be made to 
the laws governing appointments, such 
amendments to take effect not later 
than. July 1, 1913, so tliat there may be 
secured to the people the benefits to be 
derived from a conduct of their affairs 
by officers selected 
;uid devoting their 


on a merit basis 
time and talents 


solely to the duties of their offices. 
Consolidation of Lighthouse and Life 


Saving Services. 


The commission's report (appendix 


No. 2) recommends that the life sav- 
ing service of the department of the 
treasury be discontinued as a separate 
organization and that the maintenance 
aud operation of the life saving sta- 
tions of the country be made one of the 
duties of the bureau of lighthouses of 
tbe department of commerce and labor. 
I concur in this recommendation and 
urge that the necessary legislation for 
carrying it into effect be enacted. 


Both of these services are organized 


nnd maintained for the same general 
purpose—the protection of life and 
property endangered along the coasts 
and other navigable waters, 
maintain stations along the 


Both 
coast, 


which are located for the most part 
in close proximity. 
Both have sub- 


stantially tbe same business problems 
to meet in locating, constructing and 
maintaining these stations; in recruit- 
ing the personnel, in manufacturing or 
purchasing equipment; in purchasing, 
housing in depots and distributing sup- 
plies; in operating a field inspection 
service, in maintaining telephonic and 
other means of communication, in dis- 
bursing funds, in keeping proper books 
of accounts and in rendering reports 
showing financial and other transac- 
tions. 
The maintenance of two sep- 


arate services, as nt present, means c. 
duplication of organization in respect 
to all of these operations. Tbe rec- 
ommendation of the commission does 
not contemplate any essential change 
in the work of the life saving stations. 
It is for the transfer of the business 
management of these institutions to 
the bureaii of lighthouses. That bu- 
reau, being fully organized for tbe ad- 
ministration of stations of this char- 
acter, will be able to direct and rnan- 
i-ge those stations with comparatively 
l!) tic addition to its present force and 
equipment, Tbe commission estimates 
that, in addition to the advantage that 
will bo obained through having these 
two services operated by the same or- 
ganization, a direct economy will be 
secured of at least $100,000 annually 
and that the saving will greatly ex- 
ceed this sum after the first year. 


Revenue Cutter Service. 


The report of the commission on the 


revenue cutter service (appendix No. 
X) represents a detailed investigation 
of the history, organization and activi- 
ties of this btanch of the government 
service and its relations to otber serv- 
ices. The conclusion is reached that 
nil of the duties now being performed 
by this service can be performed with 
equal efficiency by other services :uid 
flint a great economy will result by 
having these duties so performed. The 
commission accordingly recommends 
Hint (he service be abolished ns r. di°- 
tinct organization, that its equipment 
be distributed among other services 


requiring the use of marine craft nnd 
that provision be made for the p*r- 
forinanco of the work now being doue 
by it by such other services. 


With these fundamental recommen- 


dations of the commission I am In full 
accord, and I recommend that the nec- 
essary action be enacted to put them 
into effect. 


At the present time the revenue cut- 


ter service is organized as a naval es- 
tablishment. The country is in effect 
maintaining two navies and Is using 
one of these navies for the perform- 
ance of duties of a civil character. 
The maintenance of two separate na- 
val establishments entails unnecessary 
expense and is not in the interest of 
either efficiency or economy. In so far 
as the duties of the revenue cutter 
rervice are of a naval character or are 
ruch as can readily be performed by 
the regular naval establishment, they 
»hould be performed by such estab- 
lishment; in so far as they are of a 
purely civil character, use should be 
made of services organized and con- 
ducted upon a civil basis. 


In respect to the distribution of the 


equipment and duties of the revenue 
cutter service among other branches 
of the government, the recommenda- 
tion of the commission looks to the 
transfer to the navy department of 
the vessels which are adapted to deep 
sea cruising and the discharge by the 
naval establishment of most of the du- 
ties now performed by the revenue 
cutter service upon the high seas. In 
memoranda submitted on the report of 
the commission, copies of which are 
submitted with such report, on the 
one hand the secretary of the navy 
raises the question as to whether these 
duties can be performed by the regu-! 
lar naval establishment •withoxit de- 
tracting from its military efficiency, 
while on the other hand the secretary 
of commerce and labor raises the 
question whether certain of these du- 
ties cannot be performed by the light- 
house service if that service is provid- 
ed with vessels suitable for the pur- 
pose. 


In view of these suggestions I rec- 


ommend that in the enactment of leg- 
islation providing for the abolition of 
the revenue cutter service provision be 
made "for the transfer of all the ves- 
sels and equipment of the revenue cut- 
ter service from the treasury depart- 
ment to the department of commerce 
and labor; that the secretary of com- 
merce and labor be directed to assign 
such vessels and equipment to the 
lighthouse establishment, bureau of 
fisheries and other services under Ms 
jurisdiction requiring the use of ves- 
sels as. in his judgment, is for the best 
interest of the public service, and that 
authority be given to him to turn over 
to the navy such vessels as he may 
find upon investigation not to be re- 
quired by his department and which 
by their character are fitted to serve 
as useful auxiliaries to the naval es- 
tablishment. 


In thus recommending that the reve- 


nue cutter service as a separate estab- 
lishment be abolished I desire to make 
plain that such action does not carry 
with it tbe discontinuance of the ren- 
dering of any valuable and proper 
service now being rendered by that or- 
ganization. On the contrary, I am per- 
suaded that all such services will con- 
tinue to be performed under the sys- 
tem recommended by me with equal 
or greater efficiency. 


It should be noted that the adoption 


of the recommendation here made will 
result in bringing under one general 
administration all of the work of the 
government having to do with the pro- 
tection of life and property at sea. 
This will result not only in greatly in- 
creased efficiency, but in a large sav- 
ing. 
The lighthouse establishment is 


compelled by the nature of the work 
to maintain and operate a large fleet 
of 
vessels 
and 
supplementary 
ad- 


ministrative divisions, depots, inspec- 
tion services, etc., to attend to mat- 
ters pertaining to their business man- 
agement. 
It is thus fully prepared 


to take over and operate the additional 
vessels that may be assigned to it and 
to perform the additional duties with 
which it may be intrusted at an added 
expense that will be small in compari- 
son with that now entailed in main- 
taining an independent service on a 
military basis. 
~> 


A further benefit of no little impor- 


tance that will also be secured will be 
that of relieving the department of the 
treasury of duties which are in no 
ways germane to the primary function 
of that department. 
The Consolidation of Auditing Offices. 


The report upon the organization and 


methods of work of the accounting of- 
fices of the treasury (appendix No. 4) 
recommends that the offices of the six 
auditors be consolidated under one au- 
ditor and that the auditors of customs 
nccounts located at the principal porls 
mid known as naval officers be made 
assistants to the auditors. An increase 
In the efficiency of the treasury audit 
will be one result of the carrying out 
of these recommendations, and the sav- 
ing of expense when the consolidation 
has been fully completed will amount 
to at least $200,000 a year, based upon 
current appropriations. The present or- 
ganization, under which six independ- 
ent auditors »re engaged in the one 
work of final audit of the government 
iiccounts, is certainly one that can pro- 
iluce only diversity of practice and pro 
<cdurc, inefficient use of personnel antl 
i-quipment and delay and uncertainty 
iif requirements from which the public 
ns well ns officers of the government 
must suffer. 


In my opinion a change in law to 


en>...,• into effect these recommenda- 
tions of the commission which have 
my approval will be in the interest of 
Jie public service. 


The Returns Office. 


The report upon the "returns office" 


of Ihe department of the interior (ap- 
pendix Xo. 5) recommends the aboli- 


tion of that office and that provision ( 
fcr public inspection of government 
contracts be made through the office of 
the auditors of the treasury iu \vhlcu 
oillces the originals of nil contracts are 
filed. It also recommends, the substi- 
tution of a certificate for the affidavit 
required to be attached to the contracts 
of the departments ot" war. the uavy 
aud the interior and nti amendment 
of the statute which now requires all 
the contracts of those departments to 
l>e iu writing. I transmit letters from 
the secretaries of the departments re- 
ferred to, concurring in the conclusions 
aud recommendations of the commis- 
sion. I approve the report and com- 
mend it to the favorable consideration 
of the congress. 


Government Expenses For Travel. 
The report upon "travel expendi- 


tures" of officers aud employees of the 
government (appendix No. C) presents 
.•i view of existing conditions that can 
lead to but one conclusion—that under 
the existing laws and regulations and 
practices pursuant thereto the allow- 
ances for travel are as varied as there 
are executive departments. The same 
classes of officers and employees are 
receiving different 
rates of allow- 


ances, depending only upon the depart- 
ment or bureau in which they are em- 
ployed. Under similar conditious there 
should be uniformity. The report rec- 
ommends that all allowances iu the 
form of mileage be discontinued and 
that actual cost of transportation be 
paid; that in lieu of payment of actual 
cost of other expenses, commonly 
known as subsistence, which would 
include lodging, a scale of per diem 
allowances be established by the presi- 
dent for the several classes of officers 
and employees. It is also recommend- 
ed by the commission that all ac- 
counts for reimbursement of travel- 
ing expenses shall be certified as to 
correctness in lieu of the requirement 
of law in many cases that the verifica- 
tion be by affidavit. The latter pro- 
cedure is troublesome and expensive, 
and the penalty for a false certifica- 
tion is fully as valuable in its deter- 
rent effect as the penalty for making 
a false affidavit. 


With the report are the comments 


of the war and the navy departments, 
made at ray request. The report of 
the commission lias my approval, and 
the suggestions therein for a change in 
the law on the subject are submitted 
with a request for action in accordance 
therewith. 
Handling and Filing of Correspondence. 


The handling and Sli^j of corre- 


spondence constitute one of the busi- 
ness processes of the government to 
which, as pointed- out in my message 
of Jan. 17, the commission has paid 
especial attention. The investigations 
of existing conditions have brought out 
clearly that in many cases present 
methods are inefficient and entail large, 
unnecessary costs. The features of 
present practices which stand out most 
prominently as entailing large, unnec- 
essary labor and.expense pertain to 
the briefing, press copying and record- 
ing and indexing of communications. 
A statement has been prepared giving 
the results of an investigation of the 
salary cost entailed in performing 
these operations in the several depart- 
ments at Washington. It is the opin- 
ion of the commission that the opera- 
tions of briefing and press copying 
letters can be entirely eliminated and 
that the recording and indexing of in- 
coming and outgoing letters can be re- 
duced at least 50 per cent. 


Though the commission is making 


independent investigations of methods 
followed in handling and filing corre- 
spondence in certain- bureaus and serv- 
ices, the results of which will be em- 
bodied in reports 
describing such 


methods, -pointing out wherein they 
are 
defective 
and 
recommending 


changes to make them conform to the 
most approved practices, the general 
policy pursued is that of working in 
close co-operation with the depart- 
ments and services through the means 
of joint committees. To the end that 
these committees might all work as 
nearly as possible along uniform lines 
and that the departments and estab- 
lishments might have before them the 
conclusions reached by the commis- 
sion relative to fundamental princi- 
ples and the best practices in respect 
to the performance of this class ol 
work, the commission has prepared 
and I have sent to the heads of de- 
partments 
a 
memorandum setting 


forth the principles which should gov 
ern in the matter of handling and fil 
lag of correspondence. This memoran- 
dum also contains suggestions for the 
use of labor saving devices In prepar 
ing and mailing letters. I am trans 
mitting herewith a copy of this mem 
orandum (appendix No. T). 


On the basis of this memorandum ac 


tivo efforts are now being made in al 
of the departments for the improve 
ment of the methods of handling anc 
filing of correspondence. Those effort 
have resulted iu radical changes in ex 
isling methods and the effecting o 
largo economies. 
The flat filing sys 


tern has been substituted for the ok 
cumbrous folded and indorsement sys 
tern. Carbon copies of letters have beet 
substituted for press copies. The brief 
ing of dociuncnts has been cntirelj 
discontinued in a number of services 
and in others the maintenance of bool 
records of incoming and outgoing com 
iniinications has been discontinued 
The effort is being made to mnko coi 
rcspondeiwe files self indexing anc 
thu-, avoid the necessity for makin 
and using secondary filing devices 
This work can only be iutelligeutlj 
prosecuted, as tlio result of pninstakin 
nii-1 detail investigation of the specif 
conditions 1o be met in each pnrticu 
Inr service. Many months will there 
fore be required to carry out this wor' 
throughout the entire government. T 


I is of the utmnst importance tbnt the 
I work shov.'d be prosecuted under a 


general supervision of direction such 
as is .furnished by the present coinuiis- 


ion. 
listribution of Government Documents. 
Attention is called to the report of 
he commission transmitted to the con- 
gress with my message of Feb. 5 ami 
o the supplementary statement sent 
herewith (appendix No. S) on the cen- 
rallzntion of distribution of povern- 
meut publications. By adopting this 
ecominendatiou it is conservatively 
stimated that $242,000 can be saved. 
This is exclusive of the saving which 
ould be made by handling the. con- 
gressional documents in the same inan- 
xer. 
An account kept for thirty-one 


lays with the volume of this business 
•f handling congressional documents 
Jiowed an average of twenty-one tons 
jer day. These documents were lirst 
nken from the printing office to the 
apitol, then from the cnpitol to the 
lostoflice. then hauled back to the 
Union station, the latter being but a 
.hort distance from the printing office. 
Vn up to date plant at the printing 
jffice which could handle all this would 
entail an increased capital outlay for 
icrmaueut equipment of only about 
;T3,000. The recommendation for cen- 
ralizing the distribution of documents 
"rom the departments, if acted on, will 
\ffect the appropriations of seven de- 
partments, five independent establish- 
ments and the Washington postoffice. 


I may say in connection with this 


•eport and recommendation that the 
house of representatives, in passing 
lie agricultural appropriation bill for 
:he fiscal year 1913, instead of reduc- 
ng the cost of distributing govern- 
ment publications in the department 
of agriculture by $137,000, has increas- 
ed to the extent of $13,2GO the amount 
appropriated for salaries for the divi- 
sion of publications over the appropri- 
ation for the current year. 


Outlines of Organization. 


The outlines of organization of the 


government, which were transmitted 
with the message of Jan. 17, have been 
sent to each of the departments with 
a request that orders issue which will 
require that the outline be kept up to 
date (appendix No. 9). This will not 
only make available at all times the in- 
formation needed by congress or the 
administration when called for and as- 
sist materially in the preparation of es- 
imates of appropriations, but will 


iti unnecessary the publication of 


the official register, thereby saving ap- 
proximately $43,000 for each issue. 


Conclusion. 


In submitting these reports, with rec- 


ommendations, I will state that in my 
opinion each of tbe foregoing recom- 
mendations, if acted on, will contribute 
-argely to increase efficiency. 
Direct-

enter'on beneficial projects which oth- 
erwise could not be undertaken for 
lack of funds. 


Again I urge upon the congress the 


desirability 
of providing 
whatever 


funds can be used effectively to carry 
forward with all possible vigor the 
work now well begun. 
The $200,000 


required for the prosecution of the in- 
quiry during the ensuing year and the 
$50,000 estimated for the publication 
of results are inconsiderable in com 
parison with the economies which can 
be realized.
